PLAYER EQUIPPED WITH A LONG STICK TO WHICH WAS ATTACHED 
A BUCKSKIN BALL. THE OBJECT Of THE GAME WAS TO HIT 
EITHER END OF THE WOODEN BLOCK, CALLED A TIPCAT, WITH 
THE BUCKSKIN BALL AND SEND IT SAILING INTO THE AIR. 
A PLAYER HAD TO HIT THE TIPCAT IN THE AIR.' PLAYERS 
WOULD PUT UP A STAKE — SAY SOME BEADS DR SKINS, OR 
PERHAPS A PRIZED ARROW. THE PLAYER WHO MISSED HITTING 
THE TIPCAT LOST HIS STAKE. 

ANOTHER GAME WHOSE NAME SHOWED THE INFLUENCE 
OF THEIR DAILY LIVES WAS CALLED SAtOW-SNAKiF. IN THIS 
GAME, NARROW, SHALLOW RUTS WERE MADE IN SNOW SIDE-BY-
